Informed sources dose to the 
national executive said that CTCM 
may reverse its usual policy of not 
forming coalitions in the event 
that the new parliament fails to 
produce an absolute majority.

It was announced just before S 
pm yesterday that Kovitz had de- 
cided to return to his academic 
career next year by taking a few 
music appreciation half-courses at 
night. The student reaction to this 
was so great it became evident that 
the Society's obvious choice for 
President was cabbie Kovitz.
